To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


Your Commissioners herewith present their re- 
port, together with the report of the Sheriff, Solicitor, 
Clerk of the Court, Jailer and Auditors, and the Su- 
perintendent, Physician and Chaplain of the County 
Farm, for the year -ending December 31, 1928, and a 
statement of the financial standing of the County at 
the close of the year. 


Appropriations are made for a period of two years 
and are largely based on what expenses have been dur- 
ing the two years preceeding. We are herewith sub- 
mitting a statement of appropriations and payments 
covering the years 1927 and 1928. 


The buildings in which are housed the inmates are 
built of wood with the exception of the jail which is 
built of brick, these wooden buildings are very old and 
expensive to maintain and are dangerous fire hazard 
and should be replaced with fire proof buildings which 
will do away with the fire hazard and reduce the cost of 
maintenance. 


The Commissioners have secured plans and esti- 
mates for fire proof buildings which will be laid before 
the County Convention for consideration. 


The Commissioners wish to extend their thanks to 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Ear] Andrews for the faithful and ef- 
ficient manner in which they performed their duties as 
Superintendent and Matron of the County Farm. 
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The Commissioners wish to extend to the Public in 
general and especially to those interested in the 
County Farm an invitation to visit and inspect this in- 
stitution at their convenience. |

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SELECTMEN OF TOWN AND OVERSEERS OF 
THE POOR 





Your attention is called to the following extracts from 
the laws of 1903: 





CHAPTER 42, SECTION 1. 


SECT-ON 1. Any town or county furnishing any 
assistance to any person within six years preceding his 
death shajl ke entitled to recover from the estate of 
such persons the sum or sums paid out for such as- 
sistance the said claim to be a preferred claim against 
his said estate after payment of funeral charges, ex- 
pense of last sickness and expenses of administration, 
provided he leaves no widow or minor children living at 
his decease. 





CHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 


“SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the sup- 
port of any person unless he, or the person under whom 
he derives his settlement therein during the ten years 
preceding the last date of application for support pro- 
vided that no person having a settlement in any town 
in this state upon arriving at the age of seventy years 
shall lose that settlement on account of being exempt 
by law from paying a pole tax, if he resides in said 
town.” 
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ASSISTANCE TO PERSONS IN QUARANTINE: 
PUBLIC STATUTES, CHAPTER 110, Following 
SECTION 6 





SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is 
placed in quarantine ly a koard of tealih, to protect 
the ;ublic against small pox, scarlet fever, diptheria 
or any other dangerous, infectious or contagious dis- 
ease, it shall be the duty of said board to assist such 
person or family while in quarantine in su-h manner 
as in the judgment of the board may be deemed wise 
and necessary 


SECTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such 
part thereof as the koard may determine, shall be 
deemed a legitimate expenditure for the protection of 
the public health and shall ke charged to the account 
of incidental expenses, but not to any indigent pauper 
account, nor shall such expenditure be cons:rued to 
mean a public aid to the person or persons £0 quaran- 
tined and assisted un’ess such rerson or persons are 
already paupers as defined ty the Public Statutes.

Statues, the Superintendent of the County Farm shall 
make up his report to January 1, annually, and also 
Section 2 of said Chapter requires that the Supe. inten- 
dent’s report shall contain, in ‘addition, a list of pau- 
pers actually supported at the Farm and the number 
of weeks each was supported; also a statement of the 
average cost per week for eazh pauper with an explana- 
tion cf the basis upon which said ca'culations were 
made. 

The whole number of persons supported and parti- 
ally supported for the year ending December 31, 1928 
was 160. The number of weeks board is ascertained 
by taking the number of days between the day of ad- 
mittance and the day of departure of each individual! 
and dividing that number by seven which gives the 
total number of weeks each was supported. 

The whole cost of supporting paupers at the Farm 
for the year ending December 31, 1928 was 29,479.30. 
This sum divided by the whole number of weeks fur- 
nished vis. 4949 weeks, 5 days gives $5.95 plus as the 
price per week. 

In conclusion, I take this opportunity to thank the 
Commissioners, Chaplain, Physician.and Employees for 
their co-operation during the year. I also extend 
thanks to the W. C. T. U, American Legion and many 
friends who have contributed gifts of flowers, maga- 
zines, clothing and many other articles.

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REPORT OF COUNTY PHYSICIAN 





To the Honorable Commissioners of Grafton County: 
Gentlemen :- 


The hospital, which is under the management of 
Supt. and Mrs. J. E. Andrews, has enjoyed a smooth- 
ness of running such as is seldom found in like in- 
stitut.ons. The yolicy of the commissicnes to allow any 
surgeon in the county to operate on any patient that 
he refers to the hospital has been continued with sat- 
isfaction to all concerned. 

During the past year the hospital has _ been of 
more service to the county than ever before and its 
work is steadily increasing. As in previous years, 
most of the patients have been suffering from chronic 
disease, together with the infirmities of age. Its 
equipment is. modern and is prepared to serve both 
medical and surgical cases.
